CONFERENCE 


Lethbridge, Alta, June 1One 
weeks’ session of the coal commission 
closed here to-day and the views of 
the miners and operators in the re 
ie country have been very clearly 
placed before the commissioners. It 
ean be said at once that the opinions 
of the employees and the employérs 
do not coincide in any respect, ex- 
cept in the case of the three non- 
union miners, employed in the Galt 
mine, who were in entire accord with 
the conditions as they are at present. 
Generally speaking, the miners want 
an eight hour bank-to-bank law, and 
a workmen's compensation act, 
evidence shows that an eight hour 
law, not bank to bank though, is in 
operation in the mines at Taber, but 
Lethbridge works «< practically on a 
ten hour basis. The miners claim 
that as much can be dug in 
eight hours as ten hours, and their 
argument is that in a ten hour day 
a man really does only eight hours’ 
work as his energy is fully exhausted 
at the end of eight hours. On the 
other hand operators of the experience 

of Messrs, Hardie and Naismith, of 
the Lethbridge mine, maintain that 
the output” of the mines would be 
considerably decreased under an eight 
hour law, and the only way .to in- 
crease it would be to put on a nigit 
shift, necessitating considerable extra 
expense which would have to be met 
by the people in an advanced prive 
for coal. The Lethbridge operators 
say that an eight hour day in their 
mines would only mean six hours ac- 
tual labor as two hours are lost each 
day by the men in entering and 
leaving the mine, At present with a 
ten hour day they are only getting 
eight hours’ actual work. The oper- 
ators of the mines at Taber, though 
opposed to an eight hour _ bank-to- 
bank law, did not take this view, but 
that is due to the fact that working 
conditions in the mines at that town 
are very different. 


Then as to a compensation act the 
union men favor o law similar to 
that in operation in British Colum- 
bia. . Two or three of the operators 
favored the law in existence in Nova 
Scotia, which provides for a sick and 
accident fund for miners contributed 
to by the government. the employer 
and the employees. Strikingly con- 
trary views are held on this matter 
of compensation. The miners say it 
has proved successful in all countries 
where it has been tried. It makes 
the operator more careful in protect- 
ing the men at work in the mines, 
and as a result the number of acci- 
dents has decreased to a great ex- 
tent.

Leduc Representative :—Because the 
revenue wag insuflicieys the Edman- 
ton City Council withpo what they 
have been pleased to term “The Ed- 
monton-Leduc Long-distance Tele- 
phone.” For the benefit of those who 
jon’t know what this high-sounding 
title represented, we might explain 
that it was an extension of the Ed-| 
monton city service; which was used 
as an auxiliary to the Bell system, 
when the rush of business over the 
Jatter line could not be accommodat- 
ed. The service over this municipal- 
ly-owned line was about the poorest 
thing imaginable. For weeks at a 
time it was impossible to get connec- 
tions over it, owing to broken wires. 
On ‘one occasion last winter, the wire 
became detached from a pole at El- 
lerslie, and rested on the Yelegraph 
wire, with the result that telegraphic 
messages could be read at the tele- 
phone office. The Edmonton manage- 
ment neglected to repair the damage 
when notified, and the railway men 
cut the line. Again the line was cut 
where it crosses the railway at Le- 
due, because an incompetent lineman 
strung the wjre too low. The con- 
tinuous lack of efficient service kept 
the line in disrepute, und people only 
used it when they couldn’t help them- 
selves.

Sifton believes, will be one of the out- 
standing results of the recent imperial 
conference and his statement has au- 
thoritative weight by reason of the 
fact that he is himself one of the 
prime movets in the scheme and has 
been ior the past few weeks in close 
touch with capitalists and represen- 
tatives of the colonial and impcrial 


governments behind the enterprise. 


“The result of my observations,” 
he says, ‘leads me to conclude that if 
n persistent and determined effort is 
made, a successful conclusion can be 
reached within a reasonably short 


time.” 


In respect to the conference itself, 
Mr. Sifton says that Canadians ought 
to be well satisfied with the results. 
All Canadians, in London, he said, ir- 
respective of their political  affilin- 
tions, were of the unanimous opinion 
that Canada could not have been rep-- 
resented in a better manner. Upon 
every point of importance’ which 
came up for discussion, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s opinion prevailed with one 
exception of the question of the co- 
lonial demand for a preferential 
trade policy, and on that point the 
attitude of the Canadian representa- 
tive he thought was unassailable, 
especially in view of the tariff policy 
upon which the present British Gov- | 


ernment had been elected. 


“What about the proposed Atlantic | 
and Pacific mail steamship service?” 


was asked of Mr. Sitton. 


“The cuestion of an improved At- 
lantic service,”’ he replied, “has been 
engaging the special attention of 
Lord Strathcona for several years and 
shortly after 1 arrived in London 
where I was on private business, he 
invited me to co-operate with him in 


connection with it. I at once agreed 


to do so, regarding the subject as one 


© fthe greatest importance to Canada. 


A considerable amount of work had 
been done in connection with the 


matter before Sir Wilfrid arrived in 


London, and he at once took it up 
with the members of the colonial con- 


ference. 


A resolution was passed by the co- 
lonial ¢onference which no doubt has 


been cabled to the Canadian press. 


but the resolution itself does not go 
into the details, The scheme present- 
ed by Bir Wilfrid to the British Gov- 


ernment aud the colonial conference, 
embraced the idea of 6 24 or 25-knot 
service from a British port to a Cana- 
dian port, a service to be given by 
vessels equal in equipment to any at 
present in existence. 

“The project further involves an im- 
provement of the railway service in 
Canada to such an extent as is neces- 
sary to make the shortest possible 
time across the continent from port to 
port. It further contemplates the im- 
provement of the existing service in 
the Pacifie by the establishment of 
an eighteen-knot service from  Van- 
couver to Australia and New Zealand , 
and a similar fast service from Van- 
couver to Japan and China. The 
service from Vancouver to Japan and 
China is about thirteen knots and it 
is contemplated to make a very sub- 
stantial difference in time.” 

The following is the official precis 
of the proceedings at the closing 
meeting of the conference: 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier submitted a 
resolution to the conference in favor 
of the establishment of a new mail 
service to Australia and New Zealand 
via Canada. His proposal divided it- 
self into two parts, one affecting the 
Atlantic Ocean ,the other affecting 
the Pacific Ocean. On the Atlantic 
side, the service should be equal to 
the existing service to New York; 
with an equal service there should be 
a saving of two days, as the difference 
in favor of Halifax was 900 miles. He 
allowed four days on the sea and four 
days across Canada. On the Pacific 
side, the object was to establish a 
service of at least eighteen knots, 
but this speed must be for the pres- 
ent rege as the goal, as it would 
be difficult to start immediately w th 
a service of at least eighteen knots. 
The cost of service would be borne 
by the several contributing govern- 
ments in equitable shares. Canada 
would have to contribute in respect 
of both *the shipping services, as it 
was interested in the maritime trade 
of both sides of the continent. 

Mr. Deakin expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the submission of the proposal, 
which the Commonwealth of Australia 
would welcome even if it only includ- 
ed the part affecting Canada. He 
pointed out that, owing to two trans- 
shipments, the line would be one for 

mails and passengers only. It could 
“not become a cargo line. At present 
Australia was chiefly connected with 
Great Britain by way of the Suez 
Canal, which saved  trans-shipment. 
They were encouraging swifter means 
of communication through the Suez 
Canal and via the Cape. But they 
were interested in both the Eastern 
and the Western routes, and if such 
a project as that of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier could be placed on a sound finan- 
cial basis, the interest of Australia in 
it for postal purposes might become 
slmant as great as that of New Zea- 
and,

He did not think 
that much less than 30 days would 
be the time occupied in reaching Aus- 
tralia, via New Zealand. It would 
be necessary to stop four times be- 
fore reaching Sydney. The time oc- 
cupied over the whole distance would 
be 97 days without stoppages, and, 
with stoppages, 30 days. ie trade 
to be served was not great at present, 
but he thought that Parliament would 
look favorably on the scheme. It was 
a desirable project, and should be in- 
quired into. e understood, how- 
ever, that the last three knots would 
double the consumption of coal. 

Sir Joseph Ward was disappointed 
at the suggested speed. The time via 
Vancouver would only be the same as 
that which they had enjoyed via San 
Francisco, namely, 27 or 28 days. If 
they only obtained a speed equal to 
this, they in New Zealand would not 
be satisfied, They provided £40,000 
now, but they would sooner give as 
much as £100,000 towards a swift mail 
service that would bring New Zealand 
within 20 days of England, but not for 
an 18&knot servico, They were will- 
ing to give their proportion for the 
fast service from England to Canadn, 
say between 22 and 24 knots, which 
would bring Vancouver within eight 
days of England. 

With rogard to the Pacific service, 
he admitted that cargo from England 
was not to be expected, but only from 
the Pacific Coast of Canada. _The 
greater proportion of cargo from Aus- 
tralia is carried by tramp ships. He 
felt that a larger subsidy was want- 
ed. But if the service were to go first 
to Sydney, and then to New Zealand, 
New Zealand would refuse to contri- 
bute. Sydney must, in his opinion, 
be the terminal port, and the mail 
steamers would require to remain at 
Sydney for fully a week; then to come 
on to New Zealand would make such 
a service not worth a large subsidy 
from New Zealand, whereas by touch- 
ing at a New Zealand port the steam- 
er would remain only a few hours, and 
then on to the terminal port, and stay 
there for coaling, overhauling, ete., 
for a week. The alternative would 
for them to run a service via San 
Francisco, as they had done before. 
This was a great opportunity to get 
an all-British route. He argued in 
favor of a 21-knot service, and was 
quite prepared to face a large sub- 
sidy of £400,000 a year from Britain, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand; 
third-class accommodation provided 
on such a route would induce a flow 
of immigrants, and New Zealand 
would rather spend her money in that 
way than give a direct grant for emi- 
gration; their principle would be to 
give their support to an all-British 
route and a fortnightly service. 

The route via the Suez Canal, which 
placed her at a distance of six weeks 
from England, kept her in the back- 
woods. The adoption of the scheme 
he favored would bring about a revo- 
lution in the establishment of rapid 
communication with Australia and 
New Zealand. He urged that tenders 
should be invited, with a view to as- 
certaining the cost of what he pro- 
posed. 

Mr. Lloyd-George expressed his re- 
gret that the proposal of Sir Wilfrid 
Lauried had not been put forward in 
sufficient time to enable His Majes- 
ty’s Government to put forward their 
considered views. He pointed out 
that the discussion which had just 
taken place indicated how difficult the 
problem was, and he agreed with Mr. 
Deakin that it was a matter which 
ought to be gone into by experts. For 
instance, the cost of such a scheme 
tinight prove to be absolutely prohibi- 
tive if a great speed were required. 
He thought that the best plan would 
be for these proposals and any other 
proposals which might be put for- 
ward—ior instance, by Australia—in 
regard to the Suez Canal route, to be
